Log-book Tells of Capture 

An excerpt from the log-book 
dated July 10 reads, “Jumped near 
Gela, Sicily, last night at around 
11 o’clock. Tracers all over the 
sky and around my parachute. Ma- 
chine gun and rifle fire all the way 
down. Landed good, found equip- 
ment chute, met Sgt. Miller, Cpl. 
Danford, Bryant, Marker, Kaber- 


my grenades, got fourteen. Re- 
mained there all day. Three pa- 
trols came around but didn’t find 
us. Stayed there all night again.’ 


The July 11 entry says, “Fought 
all morning until Sgt. Hopkins 
came with his patrol. Joined his 
patrol, walked for about 500 yards 
then were surrounded and _ cap- 
tured. Got taken in for interroga- 
tion. Locked up in a fence with 
other prisoners. Eight Italians and 
two Germans got us . . . Found 
out all battalion lost or captured 


from the guards. 


Nature of Prisoner’s Day 

In almost every log-book entry 
Kirker says, “No mail today, feel- 
ing terrible,’ “Cold today. Noth- 
ing to eat. Wish I’d get a letter,” 
or “Feeling good today, heard 
from home,” “Got up feeling very 
good this morning, dreamt I was 
home. Thought about Orange 
County Park some years ago.” 


According to Kirker the only 
calories they ever got were “when 
wet got our Red Cross Parcels.
